Entertainment Giant Falls 


Death claimed Walt Disney, the Titan among Titans in the 


entertainment world, two days ago. 


Some evidence of his standing in the trade is seen by the 


stock of Walt Disney Productions dropping ?3 a share once 
the news of his inability to recoup from a lung removal 
operation became known. 


•His career was as kaleidoscopic as the medium through 


which he amassed fame and fortune. 


He was born 65 years ago in Chicago. His parents moved 


shortly thereafter on to a Missouri farm, then returned to 
Chicago where the young Disney graduated from McKinley 
high school. 


He moved to Kansas City to put a cartooning talent to 


work in animated film strips, later venturing on to 
Hollywood. 


The first of his efforts, based on Lewis Carroll's famous 


book, 
Alice in Wonderland," met with an indifferent 


response, and one company formed by Disney and his 
brother, Roy, to exploit the series went broke. 


During- this down swing in his career, Disney recalled 


watching a mouse scampering around the drawing board in 
his Kansas City studio. 


He re-staged his movie cartoon plan as Mickey Mouse. 
This failed to impress the movie tycoons who in the 


second half of the 1920s were in a ferment on how to adjust 
to the new dimension of sound films. 


Disney broke this technological barrier in 1928 by 


squeaking his own into Mickey's first speaking engagement. 


The industry took to the idea like a hound dog chasing a 


rabbit and by 1931, when the movies and the American 
economy at large were close to the undertaker's door, Disney 
Productions were racing through the entertainment heather. 


The short or feature strip eventually expanded into the 


full length movie cartoon. Contrary 
to movie mogul 


predictions that the public would not sit still for a 90-minute 
cartoon show, "Snowwhite" became one of the small hits of 
all time. The same reception followed for subsequent cartoon 
shows. 


Disney hit another jackpot once commercial TV had 


established itself in the early 1950s. He took a stalking 
horse with as much dramatic capacity as a telephone pole, 
named Fess Parker, and brought the legend of Davy 
Crockett into the American home. 


Most historians put Davy down for a burn who stumbled 


into fame by notching some wilderness trails into Kentucky, 
but that's not the way the books for young fry report it. 
Neither did Disney who coined another pile of money by 
presenting Davy as the All American hero of all time. 


Later "Mary Poppins" was to set the audience humming 


and the Disney cash registers overflowing. 


Disneyland probably has brought more tourist dollars in 


the Los Angeles area than all of its many promotions put 
together and befoi-e he died Disney had assembled 27,000 
acres, over 422 square miles, at Orlando, Fla., for a similar 
project on a vaster scale than the original park. His 
associates say this multi-million dollar program will continue 
to completion. 


The man held something over 700 citations from foreign 


governments, civic organizations and the business com- 
munity and the titles of some of his works have passed into 
vernacular of our day. 
. For being fired once as a free lance idea man for an 
a d v e r t i s i n g agency, Disney developed an unassailable 
formula for successful entertainment: 


Swirl fantasy, color, humor, thrills, deep drama in one pot. 


Always season with a happy ending. Keep It fit for the 
entire family. 


Credibility Gap Widens 


One of President Johnson's principal problems these days 


is what is known as the "credibility gap", the difference 
between what he and his Administration say and what 
Americans will believe. 


The gap was opened a little wider when the President 


announced that it's going to take another $10 billion before 
next June to run the war in Viet Nam. 


Instead of $57 billion in defense expenditures during fiscal 


1967, the President admits it will be $67 billion. What hurts 
most is that it is being palmed off as a "mistake in 
calculation." 


That "mistake" happens to be 17.5 per cent of the total 


expense estimated for defense purposes last January. It also 
happens to be about 9 per cent of the total estimate of all 
government spending for fiscal 1967. Anyone who believes 
that a "mistake" of that magnitude just happens would 
believe most anything., 


Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara says it wasn't a 


mistake, that the whole thing was due to a change in 
assumptions on which the original budget was based. 
Unfortunately, McNamara's stated reasons are just as 
difficult to believe as the blander assertion that it was all a 
big mistake. 


McNamara, incidentally, has contributed to the credibility 


gap many times.by assuring the country, after trips there, 
that all was great in Viet Nam and then calling for more 
troops a short time later. 


The basic assumption that was changed was that the war 


In Viet Nam would be over by June 30, 1967. This foundered 
on the facts of the situation as they existed when the budget 
was being prepared. 


Even then the war in Viet Nam was being escalated. The 


Christmas and lunar new year truces were in the offing and 
efforts were afoot to get the war to the conference table. 
There was no real reason to believe that it would get there, 
and any realistic U.S. planning had to be based on the 
assumption that it would not get there. 


So the defense budget figure, whether mistakenly calcu- 


lated or based on an assumption that could not properly be 
made, was totally unrealistic. To make matters worse, the 
nation's entii-e economic policy for the current year has been 
based on this mistake. Inflation has been allowed to run 
unchecked. 


So the credibility gap widens. Because the Administration 


wilfully or negligently underestimated its defense needs at 
the beginning of the year, the fiscal weapons to fight 
inflation were kept under wraps, and the American people 
have had to pay the hidden tax of inflated prices. 


Newspaper Bug Bugger 


The latest news in the scientific warfare against insects 


proves the value of journalism. It seems that a Harvard 
biologist found a substance in the pages of the Boston Globe 
and the Wall Street Journal that is inimical to certain bugs. 


Named the "paper factor," the substance has been found 


to derive from the balsam fir wood from which the papers' 
newapring was made. Isolated and refined, "paper factor" is 
better than a machine gun at knocking off the cotton stainer 
bug, which destroys up to half the cotton crop in Asia, 
Africa and South American each year. 


"Paper factor" prevents the insects' metamorphosis into 


mature adults, and causes early and unlamented death. 
Scientists think this factor, given to the world by news- 
papers, mny help them kill other important pests without 
harming higher animala. 


Never let it be said that newspapers are not a power for

When they now played a low 


spade to the queen, East gen- 
erally ducked, and when South 
returnee! to his hand with a 
diamond and led another spade 
to the king, East took it with 
the ace and returned his last 
heart to the king. 


Declarer next cashed the Jack 


of spades, hoping for a 3-3 
division, but West showed out. 
Three more 
rounds of 
dia- 


monds, ending in dummy, per- 
mitted declarer to throw East 
into the lead with a spade and 
force a club return away from 
the king. As a result, South 
made four notrump. 


Note that if South wins the
